Early Field Choice May Increase Yield 
5 to 10 Per Cent. 


EFFICIENCY FOR HOUSEHOLD 


Object of the Short Course for Women 
at the University. 
To enable women to gain more effi- 
* ciency in their everyday housework is 
the object of the short course for vro- 
men given by the College of Agricul­ 
ture cf the University 
of 
Missouri. 
This course begins November I, 1916, 
and ends December 21, 1916. 
It is 
open to women more than 16 years 
old. 
Courses are given in cooking, can­ 
ning, sewing, home care of the sick, 
preventive medicine, house decoration, 
home gardening, farm 
dairying 
and 
poultry raising. 
In addition, practi­ 
cally ail the work offered in the two- 


One of the most profitable tilings a 
farm ers’ club can do at this time of 
the year, according to W. H. Baker, 
of the College of Agriculture of the 
University of Missouri, is to provide a 
supply of reliable seed corn for next 
year’s planting. 
Most of the^supplv 
may usually be secured by indulgent 
field selection from the best fields in 
the community before the time of the 
early freezes, says 
Mr. 
Baker. 
As 
soon as selected the corn should be 
stored in racks in such a way as to 
secure rapid and thorough drying. 
Experimental work along this line 
shows that the yield of corn may be 
increased 5 to IO per cent by early 
field selection and careful storage of 
the seed as compared with the ordi­ 
nary method of crib selection in the 
spring. Twenty-five corn growers con­ 
stituting a farm ers’ club in any good 
corn section of Missouri may easily 
raise 
a 
fifty 
thousand bushel corn 
crop under average conditions. 
A 5 
per cent increase of this crop would 
be worth at least fifteen hundred dol­ 
lars or sixty dollars per man. 
The 
extra labor required for early field se­ 
lection and proper storage would not 
exceed two (lays per man. 
“Why not have a seed corn day de­ 
voted to the field selection and care­ 
ful storage of next year’s see** corn?” 
asks .Mr. Baker. Everyone w ho knows 
should help. The boys could be taught 
the art of field selection and methods 
of storage and have the importance of 
good seed impressed upon their minds. 
The college of agriculture will send in­ 
structions for field selection and stor­ 
age of seed corn upon request.

• rom infested wheat stubble, says T. 
J. Talbert, of the College of Agricul­ 
ture of the University * of 
Missouri. 
The pest may still be found in the old 
wheat stubble in the flaxseed stage, 
when it can be destroyed by plowing 
: nd harrowing. 
If the plowing is done in September 
pecial pains should be taken to work 
he ground into a compact and firm 
. F»ed bed. 
This will prevent the fly 
from escaping and the 
wheat 
will 
make a much better growth during the 
fall and early winter. 
“Don’t fail to keep down the volun­ 
teer wheat, which will soon start on 
the plowed ground,” advises Mr. Tal­ 
bert. 
“The destruction of volunteer 
wheat starves 
the 
fly. 
Remember 
Fiat the food plants of the Hessian 
fly are wheat, rye and barley and that 
none of these crops should be sown 
until on or after 
the 
fly-free 
date, 
which is for the northern third of Mis­ 
souri, October I; for the central third, 
October 8, and for the southern third, 
October 16. 
Those are the safe sow­ 
ing dates and they should be observed 
iii order to escape injury from the 
Hessian fly.” 
A 
united 
fight 
should be made 
against the fly, according to Mr. Tal­ 
bert, because if one farmer sows his 
wheat early or fails to keep down vol­ 
unteer wheat, he may let enough flics 
live over winter in his early wheat to 
come out in the spring and destroy 
his own crop and the wheat crops of 
his neighbors who may 
have 
sown 
iheir wheat on or after the flv-free 
(bite. 
In the spring the fly comes 
from early sown wheat and volunteer 
v heat.
